"\Vashington. Feb. 2<i.—Taxpayers in 
need of advice on how to make out their 
returns or calculate their tax may ob- 
tain free counsel from anyone of many 
public and private agencies now in 
working order. 
The internal revenue 
bureau today called attention to the fact 
that more than 100,000 persons, exclu- 
sive of the 10,000 regular revenue of- 
ficers and employes, are at work aiding 
citizens to pay their income taxes. 
Free advice may be obtained from 


banks, many of which have established 
separate service departments for the 
tax period; from chamber of commerce 
or boards of trade; newspapers, some of 
which 
have created 
departments to 
answer tax questions, local associations 
of credit men; county farm agents and 
special representatives designated by 
large employers to assist their. men. 
These are in addition to the agencies es- 
tablished by revenue collectors in ail 
large 
cities, 
with 
traveling 
agents 


scheduled to visit virtually every com- 
munity in the United States before 
March 15, the last date of the filing of 
returns. 
Hundreds of private tax advisers, 


charging fees for counsel, have estab- 
lished themselves recently, but the rev- 
enue bureau cautions taxpayers to as- 
certain that these men are efficient be- 
fore patronizing them. Many are con- 
sidered fraudulent and inexperienced by 
the government. 
'Most individual tax- 
payers can secure all the advice they 
need from authorized revenue officials 
or banks without cost, the government 
believes. 
In many cities banks have formed 
committees on federal taxation to main- 
tain common offices for informing the 
public on tax matters. 
Educational work also is carried on 


through newspapers, magazines, trade 
publications, mercantile and industrial 
associations and public accounts. 
Tele- 


phone, water,- gas- and electric com. 
panics have mailed reminders of tax 
duties along with their bills. 
Thou- 
sands of posters explaining the prepara- 
tion of tax returns are used in the cam- 
paign and foreign language newspapers 
are conducting a special educational 
movement of tlieir own. 


Seventeen thousand moving picture 
theaters within the next week or two 
will display income tax notices. 
Car- 
toonists have been enlisted, and public 
speakers pledged to aid.

It was pointed out 
that the league was to oe a constituent 
part of the peace treaty which would 
romfi up for ratification at the next 
session.

As his 
stay is limited by 7?lans already made 
for him to sail March 5, he probably 
will not make a decision as to a speech, 
until the legislative situation clears and 
he can estimate the time available to 
him.

ing period last year.

Amending Section -\- of ordinance No.

is not more than litty cents (.50) and not 
less than twenty-five cents 1.25). shall 
pay for each day shown fifty dollars

Section 3—A circus, menagerie, or ex- 


hibition of wild animals or any other 
tent show or performances, whose ad- 
mission including reserved or special 
seats, is not more than seventy-five 
cents (.73) and nol less than fifty cents 
1.50) shall pay 
for each day shown 


seventy live dollars ($75.00). 


Section 4—A circus, menagerie, or ex- 


hibition of wild animals or any other 
tent-show or performances, whose ad- 
nission including reserved or special 
seats, is not more than one dollar 
($1.00") and not less than seventy-five 
cents (.75), shall pay for each day shown 
one hundred dollars ($100.00). 


Section 5—A circus, menagerie, or ex- 


hibition of wild animals, or any other 
tent-show or performances, whos ead- 
mission including reserved or special 
seats is more than one dollar ($1.00). 
shall pay for each day "shown S150.00). 


Section 6—All sideshows, 
exhibitions 


or performances, exhibiting or perform- 
ing at same time and place of each cir- 
cus, 
menagerie, or tent show, where ad- 


mission is charged, shall pay for each 
day shown 25 per cent of the above li- 
cense fee. 
Section 7—5Ierry-go-rounds shall each 


pay for first week of operation ($10.00). 
and one dollar for each and every day 
thereafter. 


Carnivals, street fairs and kindred at- 


tractions or amusements, shall pay one 
hundned dollars ($100.0u) per day. 


Section S—For a theatrical perform- 


ance, 
musical 
concert, 
legerdemain, 


panorama, drama, exhibition of any 
pamtiiigs. w-ax figures, statuary of any 
kind, or any natural curiosity and for 
a!! exhibitions or performances 
for 


gain, or-any show not herein mentioned, 
shall pay for first day or night shown, 
five dollars ($5.00), and for each succeed- 
ing clay or night three dollars $3.00). 


Provided, that for any lecture on sci- 


entific, historical, or literary subjects, 
musical parties or concerts, exhibitions 
or fairs, or any show given by citizens 
of this city for benevolent or charitable 
purposes, no license or permit shall be 
required, and said license or permit 
shall express for what it is granted and 
the time it is to continue. 


Section 8—That the total admission, 


including reserved or special seats, here- 
in stated, shall not be construed so as 
to include government tax on amuse- 
ments. 
Section 10—That Section 212 of Ordin- 


ance 1578. be and is hereby repealed. 


Section 11—That this ordinance shall
